GATES OF PEKIN ARE SEIZED BY THE FOREIGN NATIONS | 


TO GUARD LEGATIONS FROM MUTINOUS CHINESE TROOPS 
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Pekin is practically in the hands | 
of a mob of mutinous Chinese soldiers, | 
and the foreigners fled to the 
legations for protection. Two. thou- | 
sand soldiers, angereq at not being | 
paid, began burning and looting and | 
were afterward joined by hundreds of | 
police, coolies and loafers. The mutl-j| 
neers ran through the streets, burning 
and plundering on all sides. Thou- 
sands of shops were looted, princi- 
pally those of gealers in gold and slil- 
ver art curios and pawnbrokers. fF usil- 
lades of shots were fired to intimidate 
the inmates. Several shopkeepers who 
failed promptly to surrender their 
valuables were shot or bayoneted. The 
American is the most exposed lega- 
tion, lying outside the main quadran- 
gie of the quarter. The American end 
of Legation street is the only unclosed

opposition from the Chinese soldiers. 
These pagodas surmount gates and 
overlook the legations, and their pos- 
session was considered strategically 
necessary. In the siege following thea 
Boxer uprising of a dozen years ago 
forelig@ners were kept in the legations 
for months, and by the time the siege 
was raised sixty-seven legation mem- 
bers and guards were Killed, 160 were 
wounded, while the loss inflicted on 
the Chinese amounted to at least 3,000.

The Powers Now Have Three 


Thousand Soldiers in the 
‘Chinese Capital 


5,000 JAPANESE TROOPS. | 
ARE ORDERED TO TIEN TSIM 


Rioting and Looting Still Going: © 
On in Certain Districts, But © 
the Powers Are Taking Meas-: © 
ures to Prevent General Out-: | 
break— American Troops 
Reach Pekin. 


Pekin, March 3.—Eight hundred for- 
eign troops today patrolled the outskirts 
of the legation quarter for three hours, 
but there were no disturbances. There 
are now 3,000 foreign troops in Pekin, 
and the natives feel safe. Five thou- 
sand Japanese troops have been or- 
dered from Port Arthur to Tien Tsin, 
where there are only 1,500 foreign sol- 
diers. 

Most of Yuan Shi Kai's troops left 
Pekin today for Pao Ting Fu to sup- 
press the mutiny. The cannonading 
heard on Saturday was caused by an 


attack by the mutineers on Tung Chew, 
which was occupied and sacked The 
homes of many nobles and princes in 
Pekin have been looted. More than 
100 executions have taken place. For 
the most part the victims were civil- 
ians, and included six women, Appar- 
ently the authorities are afraid of the 
soldiers. 
Must Support Yuan. 

The Nanking delegates have appoint- 
ed four of their number to return to 
Nanking to explain the views of the 
foreign powers and impress upon the 
Nanking republicans the necessity of 
supporting Yuan Shi Kai and the de- 
sirability of the Nanking government 
coming to Pekin to establish a strong 
coalition. Neither the Pekin govern- Z 
ment nor the delegates believe it wilt = 
be necessary for the powers to inter- 
vene, although both are well pleased 
with today’s demonstration by the for- 
eign troops as a mark of disapproval 
of lawlessness. 

The legations consider it judicious to 
support Yuan Shi Kai as the quickest 
and surest means of overcoming the 
general] spirit of anarchy. 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the acting presi- 
dent, is ready temporarily to assume 
the whole responsibility of adminis- 
tration. The delegates suggest a com- 
bination of the best northern and 
southern troops and the establishment 
of a great police force with head- 
quarters at Pekin. For the present :

The Americans left 
Tein Tsin last night and came through 
without incident, although they had 
placed a maxim gun on a flat car in 
front of the engine in case it might be 
needed. The fact that a company of the 
Somerset infantry at Feng Tai deploytd 
for the purpose of driving back the 
mutinous regiment from the rallway 
is accepted here as evidence that the 
foreign powers will intervene so far as 
it is necessary to keep up commounica- 
tion along the railway from Pekin to 
the sea. 

The mutinous regiments are now be- 
ing dispatched to the south by train 
for the dual purpose of relieving Pekin 
and preventing the Pao Ting-Fu mu- 
tineers from approaching the capital. 
No word has been regeived from Pao 
Ting-Fu, owing to interruption of the 
wires, but confidence is felt that most 
of the missions at that place have 
survived the arson and pillage there. 

The Roman Catholic mission, whith 
was in the heart of the town, might 
have caught fire from the Chinese 
buildings which were burned in that

The 
uncertainties of a presidential year, complicated by a prolonged 
era of tariff-making and of general business unrest, are upon us. 
The farthest-seeing prophet can do no more than conjecture as 
to conditions that will prevail next autumn.

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BARRETT SAYS FARMER MUST 
SOLVE PROBLEMS HIMSELF 


Union City, March 3.—(Special.)— 
President Charles S, Barrett has issued 
the following card to the officers and 
members of the Farmers’ Union: 

“The American farmer is the most 
advised man in civilization. * From the 
president of the country, right on down 
the line to the village constable, they 
all take ‘@ ghot at the farmer’s woes 
and offer him, absolutelv free, ways to 
cure them, 

“Whenever the ‘uplifters’ have noth- 
ing else to do, they tackle the ‘rural 
problem’ and solve it while you wait, 
to their own satisfaction at -:ast. 

“Now the farmer, like every other 
man, ought to be glad to and general- 
ly is glad to accept qualified advice 
from qualified sources. But he would 
no more think of telling college presi- 
dents or bankers how to run their in- 
stitutions, than he would of trying to 
teach a captain how to navigate his 
Ship. Advice to the farmer, therefore, 
to be effective, must not only be dis- 
interested, but must be competent. 
Above all, the farmer needs to beware 
of the sort of advice peddled by the 
average politician. It isn’t accurate 


in the first place, and it isn’t disinter- 
ested in the second. 

“By this, I do not mean to say that 
the farmer has not plenty of sincere 
counsellors and earnest friends at his 
command. He has. But being in the 
advice business myself, I am telling 
him he had better look sharp at the 
doctor before he has the prescription 
filled. 

“As I have emphasized a dozen 
times, the successful solution of the 
farmers’ problems depends, not upon 
any outside source, but upon himself. 
No politician; no college president, no 
ecientist, no banker, no lawyer, can 
Wave away his troubles for him. He 
musteface them and by his own brain 
and muscle master every question and 
ubstacle that arises in his pathway. 

“With all his boasted ‘independence,’ 
the farmer has been a powerful cus- 
tomer to lean on the other fellow. He 
must learn to lean on himself, whether 
in individual farming or in his organi- 
zation movement. He must do more 
thinking for himself and accept fewer 
statements from his many advising 
friends. . . until he uag tested them 
thoroughly by the gauge of his com- 
mon sense,” 


HEALTH BOARD EXAMINING 


ae 


GEORGIA WATER SUPPLIES 


Although limited in its facilities for 
pressing the work forward rapidly, the 
Georgia state board of health is now 
engaged in examining physically and 
Chemically the various water supplies 
in the state from which water is pro- 
cured for drinking purposeg by towns 
and cities. 

A number of these examinations 
have been completed and the water 
supplies have been either pronounced 
Satisfactory or shown wherein they 
were deficient, with recommendations 
for their betterment. 

The object of this 
analysis to insure 
ply of drinking water to every com- 
munity in the state. Where anything 
is wrong the city is told about it, and 
if the remedy is not applied, of course, 
it is its own fault. It is pretty cer- 
tain, however, that no community is 
going to neglect its water supply or 
permit it to become contaminated. 
This service is regarded as one of the 
most important which the state board 
of health is rendering. 

An examination of the water supplv 
of the city of Griffin, in Spalding 
county, has just completed by 
B. CC. Werner, the board's chemist and 
analyst. The board's report upon the 
Griffin supply is to the effect that 
nothing objectionable was found in 
the quality of the water, furnished by 
three sources of supply, or in the 
meéthods of storage. Thm sources Were, 
however, somewhat limited 
as quantity; but. the city {Is con- 
structing another well which it 
thought will remedy deficiency 
this connection. 
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Sources of Supply. 
The report on 
Waterworks says in jart: 
“This report upon an 
spection of the waterworks plant, and 
a sanitary inspection of that part of 
McWilliams branch within about three- 
quarters of a mile of the pumping 
Station made on November 1911. 
“There ire three contributing 
sources used in the supply, two 
6-inch well and a spring 
-—are used permanently, the. third 
source being McWilliams branch, which 
is onlv used occasionally when the 
other supplies cannot furnish a _ suf- 
ficient quanity of water. The well 
is 500 feet in depth, is pumped by 
air-lift, and furnishes 76 gallons. per 
minute. The spring furnishes 65 gal- 
lons per minute There was one ad- 
ditional well not in use at the time 
of inspection, which is reported. as 
having a capacity of 33 lons per 
tninute.

The standpipe is of steel, 
is 30 feet in diameter by 59 feet in 
height, and has a storage capacity of 
257,000 gallons. 


Results of Analyses. 


The analyses were made of 
well water, two from the spring and 
one from McWilliams branch. The 
sanitary quality of the waters from 
both the regular sources is excellent; 
the water of McWilliams branch shows 
no chemical evidence of contamination, 
and the bacterial results are such as 
would be expected in a surface water, 
However, the bacterial count is not 
high and, considering the results of 
analyses and the nature of the water- 
shed, it is considered a safe practice 
to use the normal flow of this stream 
as an emergency supply, as not prac- 
ticed, without purification. The bac- 
terial results show that there were 
very few bacteria in any of the sam- 
ples from the spring or well. In the 
three samples of well water the Colon 
bacillus (B. Coli Communis) indicat- 
ing, in general, sewage bacteria, was 
not found to be present in one cubic 
centimeter. In the spring water the 
Colon bacillus was not found in one 
sample; in the other sample there was 
evidence of the germ, but it might 
have been introduced accidentally in 
collecting the sample,*as mav easily 
happen. 
no chemical evidence of pollution. 
mineral determinations show that all 
of the waters used contain only small 
amounts of lime and magnesia .com- 
pounds and iron and are, therefore, 
well sulted for use in boilers and for 
ordinary domestic purposes, The rath- 
er iig amount of iron found in 
analysis No. 431 from the deep well 
was probably due to a smali quantity 
of iron mechanically removed from the 
bore-pipe.. The well water is highest 
in.. mineral ingredients. 

Conclusions and Recommendations. 

“The inspection and anaylses failed 
to reveal anything objectionable in the 
qualitv of -water furnished or the 
methods of storage. The basins appear 
to be in satisfactory condition and of 
adequate size for the volume of wa- 
ter handled. The sources of supply 
are entirely satisfactory as to quality, 
but appear somewhat limited in quan- 
titv, considering the number of wa- 
terworkKs connections. Hiowever, the 
deep well now under construction will 
probably make up any shortage in 
quantity which may at present exist. 

“It is recommended ¢hat only the 
normal flow of McWilliams branch be 
impounded, as the flood waters after 
rains are much more subject to pol- 
lution. From the investigation it ap- 
the water furnished is of 
rood quality from a sanitary stand- 
point and that the works are efficient- 
ly operated.”

The 
vicinity of Tonala in southern Oaxaca 
is said to be in the hands of a party 
of rebels. So far as is learned neither 
of these bands ts affiliated with any 
of the leaders in the north and are 
dedicated merely to the settlement of 
clan quarrels of long standing. 

Brief reports from Guanajuato in- 
dicate that while most of the state 
has been exempt from molestation, a 
few small bands of revolutionaries are 
operating in isolated .parts. 

Activity of the federals has scatter- 
ed the Zapatista bands in Morelos. 
Zapata himself has fled to the little 
mining town of Huautla, in the ex- 
treme southeast of the state.

BATTLE IS RAGING 
OVER CHIHUAHUA

Chihuahua against an attack by fed- 
eral troops under Colonel Pancho Villa. 

“Oronzco is with us,” the telegram 
said, meaning, the rebels declare, that 
he has announced himself openly as in 
arms against Madero. The second tele- 
gram merely stated, as divulged by 
General Salazar, that Hernandez was 
on his way to join Oronzco, who desired 
Salazar to join the movement wtih all 
possible speed. The messages were re- 
ceived over the wires of the Mexico 
Northern railroad, as the federal line 
commonly used for commercial and of- 
ficial messages is interrupted. This ac- 
counts for the fact that newspaper 
correspondents in Chihuahua were 
silent. « 

Villa's Attack a Surprise 

There was no intimation as to how 
serious the reported fighting was, but 
the Juarez leaders received the im- 
pression that Villa’s attack had been 
a surprise, and that Orozco, if not 
defeated, was in immediate need of 
assistance, 

Recently Hernandez, with his com- 
mand, was at Gallego about thirty- 
seven miles north of Chihuahua. Maxi- 
mo Castillo, another rebel chieftain, 
with three or four hundred men, had 
been at Villa Ahumada, ninety miles 
north of Chihuahua, He, too, is said 
to be proceeding to join Orozco. 

American and Mexican refugees in 
this city account for the report that 
Villa led the federal forces against 
the rebels with two explanations. 

The paramount one is the declara- 
ration that Villa and Orozco, through 
jealousx growing out of the rewards 
received by each after Madero’s guc- 
cess last spring, are mortal enemies, 
and that Villa would fight on either 
side if it were against his former 
comrade in arms. Orozco was made 
chief of the rurales of Chihuahua by 
Madero, while Villa, the converted 
outlaw, was given a command under 
him. 

Loyal Only After Being Paid. 

The second reason advanced is that 
Villa was loyal only after Madero had 
granted his demand, including a large 
sum of money. In the crisis Governor 
Abraham Gonzales, the loyal executive 
of Chihuahua, is believed to have col- 
lected sufficient monéy and to have 
made the promises necessary to hold 
Villa and his 700 troops to the Madero 
banner.

‘How can more men be 
brought into the church, afid how can 
those who are in the church be aroused 
to such activity that we shall have a 
mighty crusade that will result 
making this a better world?’ 

“Ang now, after several months of 
careful preparation on the part of 
zealous and efficient workers, after 
much ‘advertising and earnest expecta- 
tion on the part of all interested in 
the movement, our city has been 
gaged during the past week in her 
great ‘eight-day campaign,’ which is 
one of the more important features of 
this splendid, inspiring, heroic effort 
to secure ‘more men for religion, and 
more religion for men.’ 

‘Now, in the mind of the average 
layman, more versed in the ways of 
the world than in the waysygof the 
church—the average layman, “by the 
way, for whose espec ial benefit this 
great movement is primarily intend-

I 
note that my theological neighbors, the 
Unitarians. are, also, given a seat ‘out- 
side’ in the ‘court of the Gentiles,’ and 
the inference is surely natural that this 
fellowship of disgrace is upon us be- 
cause our intellectual interpretation of 
religious truth is not in accordance 
with the established standards of 
leaders of the Men and Religion Move- 
ment in Atlanta.

“We feel that tude splendidly 
gestive name by which this fine 
religious movement is designated is, at 
least as far as the movement in At- 
lanta is concerned, somewhat mislead- 
ing. By what actual standards of fair 
play may it be labeled as ‘The Men and 
Religion Forward Movement’? Surely, 
all of manly religion is not encom- 
passed within its restricted fellowship. 
Nor may we be too sure that all that 
is in it is religion. At least one thing 
seems quite clear to me: Considering 
the movement as I have observed it 
here and elsewhere, I am forced to the 
that Atlanta’s 
Men and Religion Forward Movement 
is neither so genuinely and unreserved- 
ly religious, nor is it so freely ang un- 
restrainedly a ‘forward movement’ as 
the demonstrations of the same great 
movement as they are observable in 
various parts of our land. A more 
frank and ingenious designation of the 
movement in Atlanta would be, ‘A 
Forward Movement for Religion Among 
Orthodox or Evangelical Protestants.’ 

‘Now, probably, someone will declare 
that I am ‘peeved’ or disgruntled be- 
cause my church is not numbered 
‘among those present. Far from it. 
My cordial interest has been with this 
prophetic movement since its very be- 
ginning. and in my heart are only the 
most earnest prayers for its largest 
success.

Los Angeles Votes in School 


Houses. 
(From The Survey.) 

Lon Angeles witnessed at its recent 
municipal election the working out of 
a new idea improving election MmMa- 
chinery. For the first time on record, 
it is claimed, .a city utilized its publie 
school buildings, churches, and libra- 
nies as polling precincts. Instead of 
hunting for dingy pools located in liv- 
ery stables, cigar stores, and. barber 
shops, often in. out-of-the way places, 
the citizens in a large number of dis- 
tricts had merely to walk to the neare 
est school, the location of which is al- 
ways well known and the same from 
year to year. 

Partly owing, perhaps, to the en- 
vironment of attractive buildings, spa- 
cious entrances, wide hallways, and 
large, well-lighted polling places the 
women did not hesitate to come out, 
while the ample space made it possible 
to handle the crowds quickly. In some 
precincts more women than men voted, 
Pupils were not inconvenienced and 
studies are said to have proceeded as 
usual. A concerted movement will now 
be made to have all ruture elections in 
Los Angeles polled at public buildings, 
donated chure and like buildings, 
at a saving of $50, 000 in rent. 

That Los Angeles should change its 
system ot voting places was the idea of 
Mever lLissner, who presented it to the 
city club for action. The city club 
conferred with the su; erintendaia of 
schools, and, aided by the Women’s 
Club. the use of thirty schools, one 
branch library, and a church was sé@- 
cured for polling places. The principal 
of one of the schools used, when asked 
regarding the results of the experiment 
said: “I cannot say as to the political 
side, but school ‘proceedings have not 
been interfered with in any way. We 
gave up one room tn this case, but &@ 
mere transfer of some class pupils was 
made and there was no interruption fa 
studies or recitations. 

“Evervthing has been quiet and ore 
derly. So far as the school is concern-< 
ed, use of a room four the Looths does 
not interfere in any way.”

Water as Food. 


In the light of certain Statistics

Auswer.—Cyanamid (or calcium cy- 
anamid) is one of the recently in- 
vented forms or combinations of the 
nitrogen of the atmosphere with lime 
for agricultural purposes. It is a prod- 
uct of a very strong current of elec- 
tricity acting on a current of air in 
contact with calcium, whereby intense 
heat is developed and the nitrogen is 
induced to unite with the calcium, 
forming the salt in question. Calcium 
cyanamid has been found to be of great

There is nothing better than well 
rotted stable manure, and few things 
are sO g00d as. cotton seed meal for 
such trees. Both of these carry more 
nitrogen than amything else, and ni- 
trogen is what induces vigorous 
growth of wood, But the bearing trees 
and vines should have four or five 
pounds per tree, or vine, of a mixture 
of acid phosphate, cotton meal and 
Kainit that would analyze in the pro. 
portion of about 8—1—6 ori clay soils 
and 8—2—8 on sandy, worn soils.

Have had them 
ripen by the middle of May, but they 
rot badly. How can I prevent that? 

Answer—You do not describe the 
condition of your soil, or how it has 
been manured heretofore. If it has 
been enriched by repeated applications 
of stable manure, it probable that 
the soil contains a relative excess of 
nitrogen, which would tend to produce 
a vigorous growth of vines. On the 
other hand, a deficient supply of phos- 
Phoric acid and potash would tend to 
produce a meager crop of roots. The 
remedy would be to fertilize liberally 
with acid phosphate and some form of 
potash——-say, 300 pounds of acid phos- 
phate (14 per cent) and 80 pounds of 
muriate of potash (or sulphate 100 
pounds) or Kainit (320 pounds) per 
acre, Or in that proportion. If you use 
muriate of potash, the mixture would 
analyze about 11—0—11. You might 
leave off nitrogen entirely, relying on 
the supply of that element already in 
the soil. It is immaterial whether yau 
use sulphate or muriate of potash, but 
the sulphate would cost a little more 
than the muriate. The same mixture 
would answer also for tomatoes, witn 
the addition of 50 pounds ver acre of 
nitrate of soda as a top-dressing, at 
two or three applications. 

Do you mean (what you say) that 
your early tomatoes “ripen by the mid- 
idle of May’’? That is earlier by a 
month than the earliest we get here. 
I know of no way to prevent what is 
Known as “blossom-end rot.”

Do you think he will ever get over 
it? Any help you can give me will 
be highly appreciated. 

Answer—Fracture of the femur, or 
thigh Bene is one of the most serious 
to which an animal is subject. The 
chief difficulty lies in reducing the 
fracture, i. e, to place the fractured 
portions in their normal or natural 
position. This may be done by intel- 
Weent and careful manipulation in 
case ef a young animal. The next 
problein is to retain the broken parts 
in this position. To accomplish this 
a sling is essential, the aim being to 
prevent all motion of the parts. Any 
fabric of the right width and of suf- 
fictent strength and durability will 
answer. Any ingenious contrivance 
that you may invent that will pre- 
vent even the slightest movement of 
the leg will aid in assuring the meet- 
ing of the bones, It is doubtful 
whether it will be worth while to 
effect a cure, as it would be indeed 
remarkable if the colt will ever be of 
any value except for light, slow work.

CAROLYN OF DOG 

M. P. B., Campabello, 8. C.—Sir: I 
want you to let me Know what to 
do for a dog that is weak in his hind 
parts, He reels and staggers, and 
sometimes falls. He is eight months 
old and eats and looks’ well, but 
passes white worms one-half inch long, 
He had distemper a month or so ago 
and has been weak since. I have your 
distemper remedy and think it is fine. 

Answer—Your dog has. paralysis, 
which is often a sequel to distemper, 
but, fortunately, this ailment yields 
readily to treatment. Clip off the 
hair from the loins and apply the fol- 
lowing to the back along the spine: 
One stick of lunar caustic and 1 tea- 
spoonful of water. Dissolve and ap- 
ply along the spine with a came!’s hair 
brush. Give internally a course of 
nux vomica as follows: Onedram pow- 
dereg nux vomica, 2 drams of gentian, 
2 drams iodide of potash, simple syrup 
enough to mix and roll well into 30 
pills. Now (be careful); give 1-4 of a 
pill night and morning for 3 days; then 
\% pill morning and night for 3 more 
days; then increase to 32-4 of a pill for 
three days, then increase to a whole 
pill. If a young dog, continue to give 
a whole pill night and morning until 
the dog shows a stiffness of the legs 
and rigidity of the muscles, say, half 
hour after taking a pill. If a large, 
or an old dog, continue to increase up 
to 2 pills at a dose and keep along at 
that until the symptoms above de- 
scribed are observed. Then stop! Be 
sure not to omit a dose when giving 
any of the doses that are larger than 
the first since in that case the next 
dose might be fatal. Repeat the blis- 
ter on the back if necessary. Give 
nourishing. food, keep him clean and 
the bowels open with castor oil .Dur- 
ing recovery do not allow him to walk 
about too much,

COP PAYS FOR HIMSELF | 
_ BY SINGLE DAY’S WORK 


BACK-YARD C 


ITY GARDENS 


- RETARDED BY MUCH RAIN 


The continued wet weather is great- 
ly interfering with back-yard garden- 
ing in the city, as the ground has 
been too wet to plow or fork. 

There are hundreds of citizens of At- 


lanta who look to their back-yard gar- 
dens as one solution of the high cost 
of living. ‘In many sections of the 
city there are back yards which are 
annually cultivated by the raising of 
vegetables, such as potatos, English 
peas, beets, tomatoes, onions, beans, 
corn, squashes, cucumbers, radishes, 
turnips, lettuce and okra. By close 
cultivation and high fertilizing smal! 
Spaces can be made to yield abun- 
dantly. 

There is a citizen on Grant street 
whose back yard garden is only fifty 
feet syuare and yet he raises each year 
enough vegetables to supply a family 
of nine. There is another citizen on 
Augusta avenue who has a back yard 
garden only 30x40 feet and it is made 
to supply vegetables for a family of 
five, 

Those who are either skeptical or too 
lazy to use their back yards for smail 
gardens try to excuse themselves by 


saying that such gardens cost more 
than they are worth, and they can Duy 


> 


vegetables cheaper than they tan raise 
them. As a refutation of this state- 
ment the following figures are fur- 
nished by the Grant street citizen 
whose garden fifty feet square sup- 
plies his family of nine: 

Cost of having the ground broken, 
$1; cost of manure, $1.50; cost of gar- 
den seed, $1.50; making a total cost 
of $4. After the ground is broken he 
does all the work himself. Last year 
he supplied his table with vegetables 
which, at current market prices, would 
have cost him about $30. He sold.to 
a neighboring store beans, beets and 
lettuce for $9.40. Subtracting the cost 
of the garden from the amount of veg- 
etables he used and sold there was left 
a net profit of $35.40. 

Leaving the cost and profit entirely 
out of the question, the man who cul- 
tivates his back yard garden gets 
plenty of good, open-air exercise, 
which is excellent for his health, has 
the pleasure of seeing his garden grow,
